Hey Assails Pasteurization. 

In support of his ordinance Ald. Hey re- 

\ peated his bitter condemnation of pasteurized 

milk as a menace. In addition he berated 

Ald. Nance and the health subcommittee for 

their conduct of the public meeting in the 

council chamber July 31. He criticised the 

participants in the citywide pure milk cam- 

paign as unfair and alleged that improper 

motives were back of the movement urging 
the passage of the ordinance. 

Ald. Hey was listened to in comparative 

lence, except for occasional outbursts from 
, ae of the milk dealers who have occupied 
the gallery on every occasion when this sub- 
ject has been up. The number present was 
much smaller than ever before and this fact 
was taken as evidence that the small milk 
‘dealer had been convinced the ordinance was 
fair to him as well as in the interests of the 
public. 

There was no speaker to comment on Ald. 
Hey’s remarks, but Ald. Cullerton stated to 

‘the council that in 1908 Hey voted for an 
‘ordinance providing for the pasteurization of 
milk and did hot change his position until 
1910. Hey said the 1908 vote was in his 
“apprentice days." He sat down and calls 
for-the roll call were heard. The vote on 
this was the same as the final, except that 
Utpatel switched to Hey, Schaffer voted with 
him, and Carr was absent, making the total 
48 to 10. 

Ordinance Put on Passage 

Mayor Harrison announced that the ques- 
tion then was the passage of the Nance 
ordinance, and the clerk began the final roll 
call. Oniy two members—Utpatel and 
Bchaeffer—explained their votes, amd Hey 
spoke once more when his name was called. 

“T can see no satisfactory reason why 
the counci] members should have been called 
beck from their vacatione to advance the 
political and personal ambitions of one mem- 
ber of the health committee,’ was Ald. 
Utpatel’s attack on Dr. Nance. it was re- 
ceived with laughter. ae 

The alderman also said the ordinance 
would, without question, operate in the in- 
terests of the “ milk trust.” He referred to 
the meeting in his ward as one that “ in- 
etructed ”’ him to vote against the ordinance. 

Ald. Schaeffer explained that he voted for 
the ordinance because its defeat would leave 
the city without any protection around its 
milk supply. He said he was ultimately op- 
posed to the pasteurization feature, and de- 
manded that something be done to remedy 
the évil of leaving gogbage pails on porches 
where they attract files to carry poison to 
the milk bottles 

Walkowiak Explains His Stand. 

Ald. Walkowiak, one of the former leaders 
of the opposition, voted without explanation. 
Later he said he had been forced by his real- 
ization that the ordinance is the best one 
possible under the circumstances to vote 

- @gainst his own conviction that pasteuriza- 
tion injures miik. 

The only sign that marked the recording 
of the thirty-sixth and “ carrying '' vote was 
the departure of Ald. Bowler to catch atrgin 
back to the country and the smiles that 
spread over the faces of some of the alder- 
men. There was a deep silence as the clerk 
handed Mayor Harrison the roll call.

The commissioners were so surprised they 
forgot to order the affidavit filed or printed 
in the proceedings for posterity to read. 


Gerhardt Affidavit Unique. 

Probably no affidavit ever before has been 
required of @ public official in Chicago re- 
garding his integrity—at least not in the las~ 
twelve years. 

The demand for it was made at ea meeting 
ef the new hospital building committee, 
whieh is composed of all members of the 
county board. 

The board rejected all bids for the hos- 
pital by a vote of 11 to 2, one not voting. 
This is the fourth time the subject has been 
up. The first time only two contractors 
submitted bids, and both were above the 
amount of money available for a hospital.

Defendant Expected to Detail 
Troubles with Husband 
and Relatives.

‘Furore transitoria is the defense promised 
by counsel) for Mrs. Florence Bernstein, on 
trial on the charge of murdering her sleep- 
ing husband. The announcement was made 
last night by Attorney Charles E. Erbstein. 

* Emotional insanity or aphasia will not 
be included in the plea of the defenee,”” he 
declared. “ Furore transitoria is a technical 
term, meaning a state of mind superinduced 
by the condition of the parties concerned. 

Mrs, Bernstein today will take the witness 
stand in her own defense and tell her 
troubles with her husband and his relatives 
which preceded the killing. She will relate 
how she went to him after he bad deserted 
ber and begged him to return to her and how 
she went to one after another of his rela- 
tives only to be spurned by all. Whether she 
will recite the happen‘ngs of the morning 
ef the slaying is not known. 

State’s Attorney Wayman and his assist- 
ant, Robert E. Crowe, rested the case for 
the prosecution yesterday afternoon, after 
they bad produced a score of witnesses whore 
testimony seemingly had woven a network of 
evidence about the defendant. 


Mrs. Bernstein Unperturbed. 

If she realized the significance of the evi- 
dence, Mrs. Bernstein gave no sign. She 
sat unperturbed throughout the session. She 
displayed no interest even in the testimony 
of the final witness, Policeman Thomas P. 
Maloney, who swofe to a conversation he 
had with the defendant while other police- 
men were taking the dying statement of 
her husband in the county hospital. 

Q. Did you say anythingtoher? A. Yes,I 
said: *‘ He accuses you of a serious charge.” 
She said: “ God Knows the truth of that.’ 


Talks of Mysterious Letter, 

Q.—Tell the whole conversation. A.— 
“ Well,”’ she said, **‘ you see we have been 
parted and I have a letter—evidence to be 
used in a divorce suit I brought that is now 
pending—that he wanted.’’ 

Q.-—Did she gay anything about what might 
happen to her? A. Yea, she said, ‘“ I suppose 
I'll be hung.”’ 

Mr. Wayman read Bernstein's dying state- 
ment after it had been identified by Otis 
G. Washburne, stenographer in Assistant 
Chief Schuettler’s office, 

“Im this statement,’ Mr. Wayman told 
the jury, ‘“‘ George Bernstein telle the story 
of his murder: 

“I declare that Florence Bernstein 
did shoot me while sleeping. She always 
was threatening to shoot me, as I have 
stated before in a suit for separate main- 
tenance. She always threatened me, but 
I thought it was a joke. She may say 
it was self-defense, but there was no self- 
defense. I want all my money and the 
half interest in my business to go to my 
mother.”’ 


Neighbor Testifies of Tragedy. 

Lawrence Shivel, who lHved in a flat next 
door to the Bernsteins, at 1021 South Robey 
street, at the time of the tragedy, testified 
he was called in by Mrs. Bernstein shortly 
after he had heard shots fired. 

Q.—What did you see when you went into 
the flat? A.—I walked Into the bedroom and 
saw Bernstein lying in bed, shot. Mra. Bern- 
stein followed me into the room and saw a4 
revolver lying on the dreaser. She picked 
it up and said: “ They'll blame me for it. 
If I put it on the bed they’ know I didn’t 
do it.” Then she put the gun on the bed.

Stance, the nerve racking narrative of the 
baker’s boy, the broom and the custard 
pie. But why spoil the innocent reader's 
breakfast? 


Stomachs to Suffer No More. 

Yesterday ell of these stories were 
dramatized into action. The club acted on 
a resolution. The resolution acted as a 
certificate of office to Hugh McCulloch. Now 
it is expected the butchers, bakers, and 
grocers will act. 

The censor of food has five specific items 
of reform to enforce. They are: 

All fruits and vegetables must be under 
netting. 

All baker goods must be under glass 


Av groceries must be kept off the side 
ke. 


All display windows must have electric 
fans with streamers attached fo scare off 
the flies. 

The members of the club are to act with 
Mr. McCulloch in enforeing these regula.

Senators 0. K. Two Measures 


Aggregating $244,000,000; 
Abolish Agencies. 


GEN. WOOD KEEPS JOB. 


Crisis Averted; Old Soldiers and 
Present Ones Will Now 
Get ‘Money. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 14.—The senate to- 
day yielded to the demands of the house for 
the abolition of the pension agencies 
throughout the United States and pagsed the 
$150,000,000 ‘pension appropriation bill, with 
a provision for the abolishment of the agen- 
cies Jan. 81, 1913. 

The senate also passed the army appro- 


| priation bill carrying $94,000,000, a Bill re- 


placing the one originally passed which was 
vetoed by President Taft. 

The new bill dii not carry the provision of 
the original, which would have legislated 
out of official Mfe Gen. Leonard Wood, chief 
of staff of the army. 


Ends $9,000,000 Dispute. 

The amendment made to the senate pen- 
sions bill in regard to the abolishment of the 
agencies wil? end a dispute which hae held 
up the payment of over $9,000,000 of pension 
payments due civil war veterans on Aug. 4, 
and hae thrown the financial) operations of 
the pension bureau into chaos. 

Under the amendment the payment of all 
pensions will, after the date named, be made 
directly from the pension bureau at Wash- 
ington. At present the bureau hae nothing 
to do with the actual payment to veterans, 
the checks going out through the hande of the 
eighteen, district pension agente. 

The change will abolish eighteen $4,000 
jobs, and result in the retirement or the re- 
moval to Washington of severa] hundred 
district clerks A saving of about $260,000 in 
administration of the pemsion laws is expected 
to follow. 


Prevents Great Crisis. 

The action of the senate prevented what is 
claimed would have been the greatest finan- 
cial crisis in the history of the pension bu- 
reau. The San Francisco agency had a bal- 
ance of 7 cents and Detroit only 4cent. This 
condition was due to the delay of congress. 

The extension of the. old appropriation 
bill for a fifteen day pertod so that one- 
twenty-fourth of last year’s appropriation 
might be ueed to pay hese than half of the 
$16,000,000 due on Aug. 4 left 200,000 pen- 
sioners unpaid at Indianapolis, Knoxville, 
Loulsville, New York, Philadelphia, and 
Topeka. 

Acting Pension Agent Fountain at New 
York had reported that conditions there were 
serious, as many army and naval pension- 
ere are destitute. 

The funds available today were only $7.79 
at Philadelphia; $97 at Louisville, where 
$500,000 ie due; $87 at New York City; not 
a cent at Concord, N. #4; at Indianapolte 
only enough to last one day; Columbus, 
$124, and Boston, $145. 

BROKE AT FORT SHERIDAN. 

One thousand soldiers stationed at Fort 
Sheridan have remained in quarters because 
of a lack of spending money. 

It was said yesterday that practically 
every soldier at Fort Sheridan is penniless— 
without carfare or money for smoking or 
chewing tobacco. Quarters and food are 
furnished by the government. Commissioned 
officers are in almost the same circum- 
stances. They have been paid for July, but 
they still have June pay due them. 

Two hundred and fifty custom house offi- 
cers in the city have not received pay 
since June. Families of some of them ars 
said to be in need.

“CITES ANTITRUST LAW. 


Wilkerson Intends to Show Sher- 
man Act Is Violated by 
Operators? 


° . 
District Attorney James H. Wilkerson will 
fle suit in two days for dissolution of the 
Elgin butter board of trade. The charge 
wili be Violation of the Sherman ant}-trust 
act. This is the second move the federal! 
government has made against the butter in- 
terests in Illinois. 

The suit was looked for at the time a sim- 
liar suit was filed against the Chicago butter 
and egg board. Then, however, evidence 
was not sufficiently cefinite. The testimony 
brought out in the hearings before a master, 
primarily against the Chicago men, added 
materially to the evidence on hand against 
the Elgin interests and put the government 
in a position to press that case. 

The government will charge that the board 
is able to control prices, not only in the ter- 
ritury tributary to Eigin, but in a large 
outlying territory. This is possible by means 
ef the * Elgin basis’ on which butter is 
quoted by the buyers 


Call ‘‘Basis” Artificial. 

It is said the “ Elgin basis” is entirely 
artificial, and is not a rea! siandard of nuarket 
conditiéns. For «xample, the large buyer 
makes his contract with the farmer and 
shipper on a basis of the “ Elgin price” 
at @ certain future date. When that time 
comes the price of butter sinks sharply 
When the buyer unloads his holdings, again 
en the * Elgin basis,” the price of butter 
in Elgin jumps up a cent or two. | 

Evidence tending to establish these charges 
has been obtained by Albert G. Welch, as- 
sistant United States attorney in charge 
of the Chicago board prosecution. The 
government has completed its evidence before 
Master in Chancery Morrison, and the board 
has been given until Sept. 1% to begin its 
answering testimony. 


First Intended Criminal] Action. 

It was originally planned to prosecute the 
Elgin board under the criminal provision df 
the Sherman act. When the federal grand 
jury was sworn in the fa!! a former official 


‘ of the board was excused from service be- | 


cause of the likelihood that the grand jury 
inquiry would come then. Meanwhile the 
criminal prosecutions under the act have not 
progressed at all well from the standpoint 
of the prosecution. The government also is 
anxious to start proceedings shortly. and 
with the grand jury not due for a month it Is 
Gecided to limit the present prosecution to 
the civil courte. 

The Elgin suit leaves only one premier but- 
ter market of the country unaffected, New 
York. Practically all the large butter deals 
are made through Chicago, Elgin, or New 
York City, and at all three points the “ Elgin 
basis’ is used as a standard. 

The Chicago board has given ‘the govern- 
ment to understand that the evidence for 
the cefense will not occupy a great deal of

‘Because the bureau of pure food and drugs 
wee subordinate to the department of agri- 
culture. which was not in sympathy with 
work of the pure food bureau, it was easy 
for persons inimical to the bureau and Dr. 
Wiley to secure kegislation that offset the bu- 
reaus best efforts to protect the people of 
the country against adulterated foods. 

“If the Owens bill passes the house and gets 
the president's approval we will have at 
Washington one national bureau, instead of 
the eight scattered bureaus the government 
now maintains.

and Impractical Vision. 


OCIALISM is an impractical vision. 
Should it gain universal power it would 
usurp the dogmatic prerogatives of the 
church against which it contends and 
leave man a slave to forms. It would 
leave earth but a dwelling place. for beasts, 
whose only thought would be the stomach. 

The foregoing is the purport of a drasitc 
arraignment of Socialism by Prof. George Bur- 
man Foster of the Uniyersity of Chicago in an 
address on “Socialism and Religion” in Har- 
per hall yesterday. 

“The rise of Socialism,” said Dr. Foster, 
“grew out of the ancient dissatisfaction of 
humanity which ever pictured a Utopia in 
which wrong and diseases are obliterated in 
idea and replaced by a state,of pure happiness 
and supreme perfection. It is not difficult to 
point out the dangers of Utopias. Whoever 
builds his life on impossibilities thereby loses 
the power to attain the possible. And if he 
could use violence to try to make the impossible 
nevertheless possible, he simply summons the 
law of life, the law of God against himeelf, 
and wherever hé would destroy he is himself 
destroyed.

“Socialism which as a cultured power would 
be a sworn foe of the church, begins itself to 
be a church. And any one who knows a little 
church history and is competent to recognize 
underneath the diversity of outer etiquette, the 
similarity and kinship of real tendencies, easily 
sees the same forces at work which formed the 
nascent hierarchy of old. 

“The faith in Socialism becomes dogma of 
@ secular hierarchy. Believers in Socialism 
become a closed circle. Leaders and teachers 
of Socialism become authority to which blind 
discipline is required. 

“Socialism opposes might to might and pre- 
rogative to prerogative. Only in the case of 
Socialism, it is one, the proletariat, that counts 
—only the wage earner that seems worthy to 
join the ranks of the strugglers for a new 
order of society. 

“ Material good@ determines the final goal, and 
the whole prosecution of life is directed accord- 
ingly. Socialism occupies the same position as 
its most pronounced opponent. It generalizes 
what its opponent particularizes—a Socialism 
which would suck up all human life into the 
great question of the stomach and would like to 
bend all the higher human powers, science, art, 
all love, and all faith, under the yoke of eco- 
nomic necessity.

“In this way Socialism tends to become a tac- 
tical measure for achieving monetary results 
and to deceive men as to the infinite fullness 


,and greatness of life. Socialism logically termi- 


nates in a police militarism, minute and de- 
tailed, over the production and distribution of 
the goods of the industria! world. 

“Without religion Socialism would be a new 
state, a new church, but not a new humanity. 
It would be a doctrine over which scribes could 
to which pharisees might 
swear allegiance. 

“So many socialistic sects spring up and pet- 
rify into a sectarian spirit. So many socialistic 
societies arise to unite the people in a great in- 
dustrial union. But without religious culture, 
without the innermost sanctuary of the human 
soul from which all the divine creative forces 
are born, the earth at best would be a mere 
feeding place for cattle. 

“The individual must not spend himself solely 
and entirely 
is a part of the vocation of man as man to at- 
tain an independent position and a superior right 
over against society. Man is more than a mere 
member of a social organism—swayed as it is by 
customs and authority and traditiorf 
also supersocial and spiritual 
The supreme category is not 
but personality.
